At a recent meeting of mem- 
bers of the Newmarket Veterans' 

Association, a letter protesting 
"in the strongest terms" the 
commutation of the death sen- 
tence of Major Gen. Kurt Meyer 

who was convicted on three of 
five charges dealing with the 
shooting of Canadian prisoners 
of war, was authorized to be sent 
to J. E. Smith, federal member 
of parliament for York North, 
and the Ontario command of the 
Canadian Corps Association. 

. Text of the letter: "Our assoc- 
iation wishes to go on record as 
protesting in the strongest terms 
the commutation of the death 
sentence in the case of the 
German general, Kurt Meyer. 

"The proposal to bring this 
man to Canada is an insult to 
the memory of those gallant men 
of Canada who gave their lives 
that the rest of us might live 
in pence and contentment, 

"We ask you to give this mat- 
ter your fullest consideration" 

A reply to the letter said 
many such protests were being 
received and woidd t>e forward- 
ed to the dominion command. 

Meyer was sentenced to he 
shot last December 28 at Aurich, 
Germany, when a military court 
found him guilty on three of five 
charges in connection with the 
death of 41 Canadian prisoners 
of war. He was convicted of 
inciting his troops to deny 
quarters lo Allied troops, of 
responsibility for his troops kilt- 
ing seven prisoners of war at 
his headquarters in the early 
stages of the Normandy cam- 
paign and of responsibility for 
his troops killing 11 other pris- 
oners at the same place. 

Meyer was acquitted by the 
Canadian military court of res- 
ponsibility for the killing by his 
troops of 23 Canadian prisoners 
in the field and of ordering his 
troops to shoot the seven Can- 
adians kilted at his headquarters 
in Normandy. 

Eight days later. Major Gen. 
Chris Yokes, who convened the 
court martial, announced the 
commutation of the sentence to 
life imprisonment "after a thor- 
ough review of the proceedings" 
of the court.

refused the resignation of Dr. J, H, Wesley as 
medical officer of health. • In doing so, the mem- 
bers of the council not only embarrassed them- 
selves but embarrassed Dr. Wesley. Dr. Wesley's 

resignation comes after 12 years of faithful ser- 
vice to the community. He has indicated that he 
feels that the time has come to hand over his 
duties to a younger man- By not accepting his 
resignation, the council has refused him that 
privilege. ' 

The feeling was expressed to council that Dr< 
Wesley did not feel that the council as a whole 
favored his re-appointment. By acting as it did 
in refusing the application the council apparent- 
ly hopes that it will bring this feeling to an end. 
Yet from various council members have come 
from time to time indications that they would 
favor a younger man in office. It is not fair to 
Dr. Wesley to continue to hold this attitude 
(which surely cannot have changed overnight 
and remain at all consistent) and at the same

I suppose we never fully 
appreciated what citizenship 
meant until this war overtook 
and. almost overwhelmed vis. 
Perhaps we, in this favored land, 
hardly give it its full value yet-

Yet two men who tasted the 
joys and sorrows of each state 
rose to a height from which 
their work has spoken to the 
world. for thousands of years..

Rev- Roy Hicks in%'okcd divine 
blessing for the members, town 
officials, and their deliberations, 
following which Mayor Ross 
Linton, council members and 
visitors gave brief addresses. 

"I ask for the co-operation of 
alt members." said his worship. 
He pointed out no one member 
was able to take credit for 
either accomplishing or blocking 
something in council. Express- 
ing the wish for constructive 
suggestions from the towns- 
people he said "let them know 
we have a period in our agenda 
each meeting when deputations 
can be heard." 

Canon F. J. Fife congratulated 
council on the erection of the 
Yongc St. stop-light. Rehabilita- 
tion of ex-serviccmen, he felt, 
was the biggest problem to be 
faced. "Give them employment 
and a place to live," he urged. 

Reeve C. E. Sparks promised 

action on Yonge St. traffic prob- 
lems and the creation of two 
thoroughfares through town. 

Ex-Warden Harry Corner sug- 
gested thai it would be advan- 
tageous to have the names of 
streets clearly shown through* 
out town and the houses proper- 
ly numbered. Present condi- 
tions were confusing to both 
strangers and new residents. 

"Every member of council 
should be paid." he said. "If 
every member is paid they will 
feel more responsible for the 
services they do. The ratepay- 
ers have more right to criticize 
when the members arc paid. 
Aurora is one of the few muni- 
cipalities in the county that 
doesn't pay it*s members."
